University in Albania which is ex- 
pected to .promote peace in the)! 
Balkans projected according to 
American design and with American 
financial support, it has become 
known here with appointment of 
Dean Elmer E. Jones of Northwest- 
ern University as one of the trustees. 
Four years ago Professor Jones made 
an extensive educational survey of 
Albania for the Board of Education 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
One of his recommendations was an 
institution along the line being fol- 
lowed. 

The establishment of this school, 
attracting students from all the Bal- 
kan countries, is: expected by Pro-| 
fessor Jones to prove more effective | 
than any other means in advancing 
harmonious relations. As Albania 
goes, so goes the Balkans, is a Say- 
ing among diplomats, and so be-;

The government Albania has 
set aside 3000 acres opposite its 
greatest port, Durazzo, tor the uni- 
versity. This will be a state univer- 
sitv, but not as we,regard the term. 
It will be more of a technical insti- 
tution for training experts in agri- 
culture, in natural sciences and in- 
dustries of the country. -The great 
need is for technically trained men 
in all lines of activitv. Harmonious 
relations will be promoted between 
individuals of the various Balkan 
countries through education and a 
true understanding of their mutual 
problems. : 

These people are exceptionaily 
eager tu improve themselves. I have 
never seen in any country such a 
vearning for knowledge. Americans 
have important reasons to be inter- 
ested in this project that. will aid 
Christianity. When young men of 
Albania, Greece, Italy, Jugoslavia 
and Turkey study the same Chris- 
tian ideals and are educated on the 
same campus and play football on 
the same teams, they will not be 
tempted continually to be unfriendly 
and suspicious of each other. This 
harmonious atmosphere could not 
help but have great influence on the 
national conduct of this part of 
Kurope, from which have developed 
sO Many wars. 

Farm Training Needed 

There is need in Albania of agri- 
cultural training. With a climate 
similar to that of southern Italy, 
and wide valleys, splendidly adapted 
to the raising of tropical fruits and 
grain, modern study of agriculture 
will be of great benefit to the people 
of the Balkans. In Albania no ad- 
vance in agriculture of any impor- 
tance has been made in 2000 years. 
The antique wooden plow is still 
drawn by oxen, even as it was in 
the days before Christianity. Nat- 
ural resources of the-country are 
tremendous. 

Albania has a sublime faith in 
America's friendship. The people 
manifest good will toward America, 
stimulated perhaps by Woodrow 
Wilson's “fourteen points,” and 
more particularly that clause guar- 
anteeing the integrity of small races 
and nationalities. They feel that 
this saved their country, and as a 
result are-extremely hospitable and 
responsive to any American co- 
operation. 

Albania, little changed since the | 
days of Diocletian and Constantine, | 
is a land that was ancient before 
the dawn of Greek history. The tiny 
republic on the eastern coast of the | 
Adriatic Sea is three-fourths the | 
area of Greenland. Its people, 
thought to be of the most ancient 
race in Europe, are a tall, blonde, 
athletic, home-loving mountain folk 
—brave, independent, frugal, indus- 
trious, honest, and ambitious. 

After four hundred years of Turk- 
ish occupation the Albanians re- 
cently declared their independence. 
During al] these centuries use of the 
Albanian language in speech or in 
printed matter was forbidden, but 
this edict did not destroy the in- 
domitable national] fortitude of these 
people, whose distinct language per- 
haps antedates all other tongues of 
Europe.

Alrcrait Disadvantage 


When the Navy Department an- 
nounced that our treaty ratio had 
fallen to 5—-4—-3 for the reason indi- 
cated, it had to assume, and assum® 
only, that the capital ships of the 
other powers were wholly fit tn all 
respects, whereas it is only possible 
to gauge relative conditions where 
there is a free interchange of in- 
formation. 

With respect to aircraft carriers, 
our Government admittedly is at a 
disadvantage, as it was at the time 
the conference on the limitation of 
naval armament was concluded. We 
are proceeding with the conversion 
of two battle cruisers tnto aircraft 
carriers, permissible under the treaty, 
and these will give us when com- 
pleted a greater tonnage of carriers 
of most recent design and capacity 
than any of the other powers. Our 
total carrier tonnage, however, still 
will be below that of Great Britain. 

The question is, since these ves- 
sels are more or less of an experi- 
mental character, evidenced by the 
many changes that have been made 
as the work progressed, whether or 
not we should go ahead at this time 
with additional carriers before these 
two have been commissioned and 
tried out. 

Construction Program

A bill bas just passed the Senate 
authorizing the modernization of our 
capital ships to the extent that the 
treaty permits. and also authortz- 
ing the construction of eight 10,000- 
ton cruisers. The bill reported car- 
ries the money to commence two ad- 
ditional fleet submarines and it car- 
ries all that it will be practicable to 
expend during the ensuing fiscal 
year for making repairs and effect- 
ing desirable improvements on ves- 
sels of the fleet. 

The program of modernization of 
certain battleships and of new con- 
struction of cruisers and gunboats, 
carried in the so-called moderniza- 
tion bill, just passed by the Senate, 
obviously should not be appropri- 
ated for in advance of budget esti- 
mates and thorough hearings. It 
might be added that the department 
is advocating the commencement of 
four 10,000-ton cruisers in addition 
to the eight covered in the moderni- 
zation bill. 

In the meantime the committee 
feels, looking at the situation from 
many influencing angles, that there 
need be no misgivings as to our 
naval forces generally in an hour of 
need.

In regard to the teapot tempest 
about the British attitude toward the 
payment of the French debt, the mist 
is suddenly brushed aside and it be- 
comes evident that the French have 
not been making any very definite 
overtures toward payment. 

The State Department is not yet 
prepared to give out the notes re- 
ceived and sent regarding the Amer- 
ican share in the reparations fund, 
because it is desired to wait until 
an accord has been reached before 
taking any such step unless some 
misunderstanding should make it 
necessary. 

As to the American claims not 
having been properly reviewed, it 
may be stated that this government 
holds that they have been more 
minutely scrutinized than the claims 
of any other government. The United 
States did not, as some did, set a 
blanket amount but presented de- 
tailed and proven claims. It is pre- 
pared to make public the basis of 
the claims if necessary. 


SAMUEL GOMPERS 
HAS PASSED AWAY 


Long Career Devoted to Im- 
proving Workers’ Conditions 


SAN ANTONIO. Texas, Dec. 13 (/P) 
—Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
passed away nere today. 

“Dean of American labor leaders” 
he had seen the federation grow from 


a group of small locals to a national 
organization with a membership. of 
more than 3,000,000 and had spent 
several of his later years fighting 
autocracy abroad and radicalism in 
organized labor at home. 


and vigorous’ efforts from his 
fifteenth year “to improve the con- 
ditions of workers,” he became a 
unique figure in American public life. 
By the fofce of his eloquence and 
patriotism he won over the solid 
support of the federation for the 
United States Government when it 
entered the World War. 

The conflict ended. he went to 
Paris where he helped to organize 
the International Labor Congress. 
Five of its tenets were incorporated 
in the Peace Treaty They were: 
1, Labor is not a commodity; 2, an 
international eight-hour day; 3, a 
standard and adequate living wage 


4, equal pay for men and women for) 


! 


equal work, and 5, prohibition of 


influences active among the Nation's 
workers and, by refusing to send 
delegates to conferences in Sweden 
and Switzerland, kept American 
Labor free from entangling negotia- 
tions with organizations in coun- 
tries which later became enemies 
of the United States. 


Sponsor of Legislation 
Among the laws Mr. Gompers 
framed, supported, or originated, 
were: the eight-hour law for Gov- 
ernment employees; the various 
State laws fixing hours of labor; 
laws establishing Labor Day as the 


workingmen’s holiday; federal work- 
ingmen’s compensation law; limit- 
ing the use of injunctions in labor 
disputes; exempting labor unions 
from prosecution as combinations in 
restraint of trade; and the law regu- 
lating punishment for contempt of 
court. He was also directly respon- 
sible for the legislation which cre- 
ated the Department of Labor as a 
separate department of the Federal 
Government with a Cabinet member 
at its head. 

In his long administration of the 
American Federation of Labor, Mr. 
Gompers was constantly called upon 
to avert threatened schisms in the 
organization, and to bring together 
factional elements which developed 
from time to time. By his efforts 
compromise after compromise was 
affected, and the unity of the federa- 
tion was maintained. Throughout. 
he was a staunch advocate of the 
“trade union”. system of labor or- 
ganization as opposed to the “indus- 
trial union” system, and his efforts 
and those of his followers developed 
the American Labor movement along 
the lines of the former plan. 

Samuel Gompers was born in Lon- 
don, Eng., Jan. 21, 1850. His mother 


'was a woman of excellent educatiun 


and through her influence he was led 
to study. He came to the United 
States when he was 13 years old, and 
in 1864 first became identified with 
the labor movement when he helped 
organize an International Union. He 
served a8 secretary and president of 
the union for six years, and under 
his management it became a large 
and successful organization. 


Public Office Avoided 
Several opportunities to enter pub- 
lic office were declined by Mr. 
Gompers. He refused to run for the

America’s Reply to British 
on Claims Said to Re- 
move Anxiety 


By Cable from Monitor Bureau 


LONDON, Dec. 13—The United 
States reply has been received by the 
Government here to the recent Brit- 
ish note on the subject of the claim 
for payment from the Dawes annui- 
ties of war damages for American life 
and property. These damages, it will 
be recalled, amount to some $350,- 
000,000, which is additional to the 
$250,000,000 payable. from the same 
annuities for the costs of the Ameri- 
can armies of occupation. 

The American note, The Christian 
Science Monitor representative un- 
derstands, is chiefly concerned with 
legal arguments and should greatly 
facilitate a friendly discussion of 
the thorny problem concerned at the 
meeting of the finance ministers in 
Paris on Jan. 6. | 

It is thought here to clear the way 
in one important particular, in that 
it removes the apprehension previ- 
ously felt that the United States 
did not intend to put into a common 
reparations pool such war seques- 
trated German property as is re- 
tained in the United States. 

On the other hand, the question is

LONDON, Dec. 1--In @ recent ar- 
ticle of this correspondence the en- 
deavor was made briefly to indicate 
the main lines of the Moslem secta- 
rian feuds which have. rent the Ara- 
bian peninsula almost from time im- 
memorial, and the principal factors 
at present are seen to be the rivalry 
between Ibn Saud and Nejd and the, 
Shereefian family (former King Hius- 
sein and his sons) in 
sphere, and that between the Imam 
Yehia of Sanaa and the Idrisi family 
inthe south.

The interest manifested by Great 
Britain in Arabia is due very largely 
to the fact that the Middle Eastern 
peninsula lies athwart the route 
from Europe to India, and is destined 
to become for territorial and acrial 
communications what the Suez Canal 
has long been for sea-borne traffic 
a vital sector in the chain of British 
imperial communications. 

For some considerable time sub- 
sidies or doles have been paid by the 
British Treasury to divers sultans 
and sheiks, in order to insure peace 
along the trade routes; but nothing 
on a considerable scale was at- 
tempted until, 
exile, the Sultan Ibn Saud of Nejd 
regained many of the _ territories 
which had been ruled over by his 
ancestors and appeared as a power 
in central Arabia. Negotiations with 
Ibn Saud had been opened by Britain 
in 1914, and when war broke out he

extensive, perhaps, as that°now en- 
joyed by those who have access tu 
the telegraph facilities of the coun- 
ry. 

The advent of radio ‘telephone 
broadcasting in 1921 placed in the 
hands of the department a means of 
iving to the farmers of the United 
States, directly by the voice, a va- 
riety of information essential to ag- 
riculture. The value of this means 
of distribution and the fact that it 
works as rapidly as the passage of 
light or electricity compelled us to 
confine our broadcasting material to 
reports and statements which re- 
quired such a rapid style of trans- 
mission. 

Perhaps the most outstanding de- 
velopment in the broadcasting of 
market information in the last couple 
of years, has been the appreciation 
on the part of those charged with 
the work of the need of suiting the 
type of material to the radio audi- 
ence listening in. 

It has been found that much 
more general distribution and a 
wider reception of agricultural in- 
formation can be developed by 
changing the style of broadcasting 
from that of detailed market quota- 
tions to a more generalized treat- 
ment of the information. Reports 
regarding the supply, demand, and 
prices of agrieultural products can 
be made of interest to a larger num- 
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ber of soiling: § and the facts are pre- 
sented In an interesting way. This, 
however, does not discount the value 
of detailed quetations for those who 
have crops or live stock ready 
ship or on the market.

There is a rather seanty but none 
the less interesting classical history 
of cotton. The Greek historians be 
fore the Christian era knew of the 
fiber and something of the methods 
of decoration. Alexander the Great 
carried back from India cotton 
cultivators and craftsmen and settled 
these.in Asia Minor.... 

Egypt in very remote times main- 
tained an extensive commerce with 
both India and indirectly with China. 
but neither silk nor cotton is found 
in the Egyptian tombs until late in 
the Empire which begins 
in the eighth century A. I). This 
does prove, Of course, that 
Eeyptian merchants and travelers 
did not know of cotton or silk; it

EDITORIALS 


Not merely national approval but world-wide 
gratification will attend the acceptance by Sec- 
- retary Hughes, on the 

part of the United States, 

of the invitation ex- 
tended by the League of 

Nations to participate in 

a conference next spring 

for the limitation of the 

manufacture and sale of 
arms. There should, of 
course, never have been any doubt as to the 
attitude of the American Government in this 
matter, and, indeed, among those most con- 
versant with the thought of President Coolidge, 
there never has been any such doubt. For both 
by the precedent set by his predecessor, and by 
his own utterances, President Coolidge is fully 
committed to approval of any international 
action for the lightening of the burdens and 
menace of militarism. By throwing the in- 
fluence and countenance of the United States 
strongly into the scale in behalf of the Geneva 
Conference he has made a notable, and we be- 
lieve a far-reaching, contribution to the cause 
of peace. 

Only two reasons have been cited by those 
who professed to forecast the President’s pur- 
poses, why he should have declined this in- 
vitation. That neither reason should have 
appealed to him, nor so far as we know ever 
have occurred to him, speaks volumes for his 
breadth of toleration and entire effacement of 
personal ambition. 

It was urged that the League of Nations is 
anathema to the people of the United. States 
and that to have any association or co-opera- 
tion with any movement having that League 
for a sponsor would be offensive to the Nation. 
Mr. Coolidge calmly pushed this contention to 
one side. His own attitude concerning the 
League is so well known that he lavs himself 
Open to no suspicion of leading the United 
States into that organization by the way of a 
side door of an arms conference. He has de- 
clared his respect for the League within its 
Kuropean field, and his hope for its continued 
success in that field. But he has held. out to 
the many and enthusiastic advocates of Ameri- 
can participation in the League no hope of his 
assistance in their cause. His action in this 
concrete case is merely the manifestation of an 
intelligent and commendable purpose to make 
use of the machinery of the League for the 
furtherance of an end universally admitted to 
be desirable. 

The other consideration which clearly made 
no appeal whatsoever to the President, was the 
suggestion that the League had stolen his 
thunder. Before the offer of the protocol, with 
its suggestion of a conference for the limitation 
of armaments, President Coolidge had formally 
declared his purpose of calling a conference to 
meet in Washington. There were not lacking 
efforts to make it appear that the European 
suggestion of a similar undertaking had in it 
the elements of a snub to the United. States. 
Cable dispatches for a time were full of stories 
of the determination of Europe to “go it alone,” 
and of the reported restiveness of European 
statesmen in the face of American “inter- 
ference” in their domestic military concerns. 

The Administration at Washington kept its 
temper admirably well. It announced that noth- 
ing would be done in furtherance of the pro- 
posed Washington conference until Europe had 
determined what it would do with the Geneva 
Conference. That policy is still maintained. 
But a conference for the regulation of the 
traffic in arms does not conflict with the Presi- 
dent’s purpose, and he has seized the moment 
when American approval would do the most 
to assure the holding of both to make public 
his acceptance of the League’s invitation to this 
initial conference. A more selfish sentiment 
might have dictated the withholding of Ameri- 
can support until the Geneva Conference was 
abandoned, which may very readily still happen. 

In such event the President doubtless will later 

renew his invitation to Washington—an invi- 
tation which scarcely any power will wenture 
to decline. But the desire to effect a speedy 
reduction in the burden which militarism lays 
on the whole world, and to remove the ever- 
existing threat to peace which it constitutes, 
was dominant in the President’s mind. 

In taking this action President Coolidge has 
caused the United States, though not a member 
of the League, to contribute more than any 
single League member to the conference. I+ 
was an open secret prior to the acceptance of 
the United States that the conference was in a 
fair way to be abandoned. Having made its 
holding a certainty, the United States must 
leave nothing undone to make its deliberations 
and conclusions effective.

an investigator to study conditions and report 
as to legislation needed, is an illustration of the 
trouble that arises through injecting politics into 
what should be a purely business proposition. 
Unfortunately for the teeming multitudes of 
New Yorkers who are jammed and jostled in 
the subway, on the elevated lines, and on the 
surface trolleys, the question of furnishing ade- 
quate transit facilities has been looked at too 
largely from the viewpoint of the politician who 
wonders, ‘What is there in this for me?” Thus 
the right to run horse-cars on the one and only 
great .Broadway was secured through the 
bribery of many aldermen. 

When the first Rapid Transit Commission was 
appointed thirty-five vears ago, it found its 
efforts to plan a comprehensive system of sub- 
ways and surface extensions bitterly opposed by 
the elevated roads and the surface lines, whose 


influence in local politics was sufficient to delay 
for a long time the construction of the first sub- 
way. Even after the plans for the underground 
route was adopted, the opposition by the finan- 
cial interests representing the existing transit 
facilities was so powerful that it was necessary 
for the city to advance the funds for building 
the line, and even then, politicians and real 
estate speculators were able to induce the com- 
mission to abandon its sensible plans for two 
lines serving respectively the west and east 
sides of the city, and to substitute a line that 
went up two miles on the east side, crossed over 
to the west side for thrte miles, and then 
sprawled eastward again to the Bronx. 

As illustrating the lack of wisdom and fore- 
sight on the part of the opponents of the subway 
system, it may be noted that the manager of a 
great Astor estate protested against the folly of 
“digging holes in the ground that nobody would 


| use,” while the New York Sun sought to secure 
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turers of slave-trading proclivities, 


an injunction by the courts to prevent the people 
building the kind of road they wanted. This sort 
of opposition has ceased, but there is still a lot 
of wire-pulling, and performances for political 
effect, that, combined with the desire of the 
present holders of valuable franchises to extend 
their systems, has delayed the building of the 
new subways that should have been started long 
#go. Just who are actually responsible for the 
delay should be made clear by the Governor's 
investigation, and an aroused public sentiment 
should promptly see to it that, whatever the 
obstacles may prove to be, they should be got 
out of the way as quickly as possible. 


Apart from all other considerations con- 
nected with the internal administration of the 
Sudan, the fact that a 
projected restoration of 
the slave trade in the 
region up the Nile has 
been averted cannot fail 
to interest the con- 
science of the civilized 
world at the _ present 
period of readjustment 
of Anglo-Egyptian relations. It took much 
effort, focused in the personalities of Leopold, 
King of the Belgians, and Henry M. Stanley, 
to expunge from the face of northern Africa 
the blot. placed upon the Dark Continent by 
Tipoo Tib and others like him. And the slight- 
est step backward should be unthinkable. 

At the prospect of a possidle granting of the 
demand by the Egyptian Government for the 
withdrawal of the British and the establish- 
ment of Egyptian rule over the Sudan, how- 
ever, the slave traders of Constantinople lifted 
up their heads and began to prepare for a re-

| appears, were actually negotiating to this end 


with Egyptian administrators in the Sudan, 
even under the eyes of the British, intolerant 
of the slave trade in any form. : 

There is little doubt that, with the estab- 
lishment of Egyptian officers and officials as 
the sovereign power in the Sudan, it would 
have taken but a short time for the Arab 
slave traders to resume their practices in full 
blast. Muhammadan Turkey, even under the 
republican form of government, would have 
offered a rich market for the traffic in human 
beings. : 

Of course, a permanent restoration of the 
slave trade in the face of the aroused conscience 
and police powers of Europe would be impos- 
sible. But even a temporary revival of a traffic 
that has cost much negotiation and effort to 
suppress would be a lapse into barbarism which 
the world could ill afford to witness. 

There are still many minor problems to be 
arranged in Egypt and the Sudan. It will take 
patience and statesmanship to settle all these 
issues. But women and men of good will all 
over the world will breathe a sigh of relief at 
the welcome realization that the restoration of 
the slave trade on the upper reaches of the 
Nile has been made impossible—and it would 
appear forever—by the firm attitude which the 
British Conservative Government has devel- 
oped at Cairo and north of it. 


They were strong words which Owen D. 
Young used regarding the Dawes plan in the 
first speech he has made 
in America since he re- 
turned there from Eu- 
rope some three weeks 
ago. This scheme, he 
declared, successfully 
worked out, has brought 
the world to the thresh- 
old of a new day of 
peace and development. He was the guest at

a dinner given in his honor by the business 


men of that city, and before he began to speak 
Gen. A. Brouzet, acting French consul, pinned 
on his breast the cross of a Commander of the 
Legion of Honor, presented as an appreciation 
of his reparations work by the French Govern- 
ment. And President Coolidge sent a message 
in which he stated that the commission’s work 
is now recognized as a great contribution to 
the re-establishment of economic order in 
europe, and expressed the “gratitude of the 
people on both sides of the Atlantic” for the 
part which Mr. Young played in that reor- 
ganization. 

Hence there was no doubt that even before 
he started to speak Mr. Young had the satis- 
faction of knowing that his work was, to quite 
an extent, at any rate, appreciated by both his 
audience and by those whom they represented 
in the various countries which it touched. It 
is especially noteworthy, therefore, that he 
emphasized the fact that the plan cannot suc- 
ceed without the co-operation of the people of 
America, and bluntly asked the question, “Have 
we at last realized the responsibilities which 
are the counterpart of our own riches?” This 
question he answered himself to a certain ex- 
tent, when he affirmed that the agencies of 
the United States must all co-operate in sup- 
port of the plan if it is to be the success which 
it should, and declared that to this same end 
the Nation’s men of commerce, industry, agri- 
culture and finance, including the federal 
reserve system, must aid in the restoration of

In this connection, Mr. Young did not hesi- 
tate to state his personal opinion regarding the 
policy which the United States should pursue. 
““We may debate political participation in the 
affairs of the world as we will,’ he urged, “but 
we must participate in its business, and busi- 
ness knows no political boundaries, and in its 
dictionary there is no such word as isolation.” 
In, other words, if permanent peace is to be 
established in the world, it will be established, 
not by direct force nor by. coercive measures, 
but by the application of, that great funda- 
mental of loving one’s neighbor as oneself. 
This regulatorydictumisno meretheory; it is no 
hypothetical statement of abstract morality. It 
is a declaration of law, the law of peace and 
harmony, the law which must become operative 
throughout the world before the era of peace 
and development will be a concrete reality, and 
the law which without a doubt is coming to be 
recognized more and more as the fundamental 
rule of conduct among nations. 
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Opera in New York City, though more or less

It is 
well known that in certain circles the idea finds favor. 
At any rate, nothing could have been done about it until 
Paris knew the attitude toward it of the Fratellini, that 
mighty French clown tfiumvirate. For a long time the 
Fratellini remained uncommunicative. Now the three

“One cannot learn to be a clown,” Francesco has said.

The first letter is typical of the thought of the great 
mass who feel that “mind your own business” is pretty 
good logic. but who realize at the same time that Amerti- 
ca’s business is to help in the most practical manner 
those in need of help, if it is feeding starving millions In 
destitute countries, aiding the victims of disaster, or 
taking the lead in disarmament. 

The other letter referred to typifies the attitude of 
a great many residents of the United States who dis- 
credit everything that-is typically American and whose 
one fear seems to be that someone may interpret some 
policy or action of the American Government as a slap 
in the face of some other nation. They seem to think 
that anything done by Americans toward the development 
of foreign resources, though those countries may be cry- 
ing for capital, is but a step toward imperialism; that 
America has no right to have any defense organization; 
that her navy should never have practica] training in 
maneuvers, which is the only method of attaining the 
efficiency necessary should the Nation ever be involved in 
war: and that America has no right to say who shall be 
permitted to become residents within her border. 

Truly, “Eternal vigilance is the price of liberty,” and 
Americans would do well to guard their ideals, which 
are based on fundamental truth, and American institu- 
tions from within as well as from without; for it appears 
that those who would dominate or destroy the Nation's 
institutions have found willing channels or have built 
up strong organizations within its own borders to carry 
on their work.
